(HEMEROCALLIS ) 


Daylilies can be the backbone of your perennial border, 
as they can furnish the sunshine colors of cream yellow to 
gold from May until frost. Or they can be planted in bold 
Splashes of orange, flame and shades of red against shrub- 
bery or evergreens, where you wish to make an accent pointe 
Or you may have a garden of daylilies by themselves: in all 
their lovely shadese They combine beautifully with iris 
plantings, too, some to bloom with the iris and others to 
carry color on through the seasone They require time to bee 
come established, and should be left undisturbed for some 
time, as they do not start to give their best performance 
until their second and third years. 

Prices are for strong single divisions, and we ship 
either in early spring or in late summer and fall.

E - Early; late May and early June in this locality 
- Intermediate; from early to mid-June into July 
Midseason or July bloomers
